MR. C. T. JOHNSOM read a statement making inquiry about the legality of
converting Wooldridge Park to a more purposeful usage by the City. He asked
if the Council could not make the conversion, if it could be made by referendum.
When he had the answers to these questions, he would make some worthwhile sugges-
tions for the Council to consider. Councilman Long asked the City Attorney what
was his opinion. The City Attorney replied there were many complications in-
volved, including whether or not the vote of the people would suffice for the
park's being used for some other purpose; and its dedication by the Republic of
Texas as public square, and other items. Councilman Long stated the City was
trying to get open space; and to congest what open space is already in the
heart of the City would be contrary to the City's plans. The City Attorney
stated it would be most difficult for any private entrepreneur to obtain finances
of any kind for the development or purchase of that property. Councilman Long
moved that the City Council be furnished an opinion as to whether or not Woold-
ridge Park can be converted or sold or used for some other purposes than it is
now being used. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the
following vote;

Councilman Long inquired about the latest information available on signals
at the railroad crossing at Koenig Lane. The Director of Public Works reported
they were working on this now.
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Councilman Shanks read a letter from Austin Goodyear Company citing that
for several years all of their parking places on First Street were painted with
"No Parking Signs" and now there is a "bus stop sign with no parking on the last
available space in front of their building on Congress Avenue. The transit
company has two bus stops in thisone block, and it works an extreme hardship
on the Goodyear Company because of their limited parking area. Councilman Long
stated no parking spaces were provided for any businesses on the street. The
bus stops were there for the general public. Councilman Shanks asked that this
matter "be studied and the Goodyear Company be given a reasonable explanation as
to why this action has been taken. He turned the letter over to the City Manager
to ask the Traffic Engineer to explain to Mr. Ben Lee Chote; and if they made a
mistake to move this and report back to the Council.

Mayor Palmer announced a very important matter to be discussed involving
a new revenue bond issue for the City and timing was essential. The City At-
torney stated they were prepared to proceed and irrespective of the outcome of
the litigation a valid bond election can be held and the result determined.
Councilman Long stated they could not wait on that. MR. CLAUD BOOTHMAN, Bond
Counsel, discussed the technicalities. Councilman Long suggested that publicity
be given that only bona fide property owners were eligible to vote in this bond
election. The City Attorney discussed the election mechanics, stating he and
the Bond Counsel had been in touch with the Attorney General and the U.S. Attor-
ney General.

Mayor Palmer announced this particular bond issue would be 100$ Revenue,
totaling $50,000,000. In order to do the five year planning it is necessary to
have an authorization by the people. He, the City Manager, the Financial Advisor;
and Finance Director reviewed this with all three rating houses in New York, and
their observation was that the City's proposal was conservative, and was well
presented, and they looked with favor on cities' planning five years ahead. They
were complimentary of the way Austin's proposal was well developed. Councilman
Long stressed that in the five year plan as far as the Revenue Bonds were con-
cerned, no rate increase was anticipated. Councilman shanks noted this was a
matter of urgency for the future of Austin that this issue pass.

The City Manager reviewed the $60,000,000 Bond Election in I960, submitting
$10,000,000 General Obligation Bonds, and $50,000,000 Revenue Bonds. He listed
factors by which the annual issue of bonds was reduced, and more money from currerjit
earnings could be invested in the systems thus extending the program beyond the
five year period to 6^ or 7 years. With the amount of expenditures necessary in
the near future it was time to begin a study of the new requirements for the ad-
ditional five year period. He discussed briefly the five year Capital Improve-
ment Program and also the long range studies of the utilities.

The City Manager said with the information they had as to what would be
needed from 1967-1971, the following would be needed for the utilities:

$55,83lf,000 - Electric
$17,250,000 - Water
$1̂ ,550,000 - Sewer

$87,63̂ ,000 Total Money Requirements

Current earnings are also invested into the system to maintain "better credit and
lower interest rates. During 1967-71, he anticipated $29,63̂ ,000 for investment
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from current earnings. With the $8,OCX),000 authorized, $37,634,000 will be
available during the five year period and there is a money requirement of
$87,63̂ ,000 leaving $50,000,000 needed for the five year program. He reported
the Rating Houses were highly complimentary of the program of operating in the
past and of this set of figures; also of the fact an attempt was made to plan
ahead. He explained that Justification of transfer to the general government
from the earnings of the utility system, in that the city utilities pay no taxes,
so a transfer to the General Government is proper in lieu of taxes; the voters
and taxpayers own the system and are entitled to a return on investment or a
dividend; and half of the property values in the City are exempt for taxation.
Except for the transfer, the taxes would have to "be doubled. He reviewed a
comparison of Austin's operation of the utilities and the electric utility
industry generally, listing the percentages paid in dividends "by the industry
and the transfers made by the City. The Hating Houses' concern was not about
the transfer itself, but the fact the greater the transfer the lesser amount
that is available for investment from current earnings and a larger transfer
would result in a reduced rating.

The City Manager explained the schedules developed, listing the amount
of bonds that might have to be issued annually, what the probable debt service
requirements will be and other factors, and estimating an availability to trans-
fer to the General Government $33,2̂ 9,000 within this period. He said if it is
found that lower costs than estimated are evident, the program would be extended
as this past one was.

Mayor Palmer gave data on income and revenue of the plants. In 1926, the
total operating income was $841,000 and expense was $1+97,000 leaving a net of
$3̂ 7,000. In 1959-60, operating income was $13,726,881, with a total operating
expense of $5,000,000 and a net of $8,000,000. The system increased far beyond
the increase in population. The Mayor emphasized the system must be kept in
line with the expansion of the State, the University, and other large announced
plans.

The City Manager gave statistics on the average KWH increase per customer
from 1960 to 1965, and. the lower cost to produce the KWH; also information was
given on the General Service customers.

Mayor Palmer introduced the following ordinance :

"AN ORDINANCE by the City Council of the City
of Austin, Otexas, calling an election for the
authorization of revenue bonds of the City
of Austin in the following amounts and for
the following purposes: (l) $3̂ ,200,000 for
extending and improving the City's Electric
light and Power System: (2) $8,100,000 for
extending and improving the City's Waterworks
System; and (3) $7,700,000 for extending and
improving the Cityfs Sewer System; enacting
provisions incident and relating to the sub-
ject and purpose of this ordinance; and declar-
ing an emergency. "

In discussion Mr. C. B. 3nith stated a group of citizens truly interested
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in Austin, realized the tremendous work the Council did, not only week "by week
"but from day to day, and this group is interested in knowing the details of this
program and would like to be of assistance in helping mold opinion in Austin.

Mr. Bill Youngblood stated he was impressed with the way this program has
been approached. After listening to Mr. Williams, and realizing the real thorough
research and analyses made on a problem such as this and basically looking at the
physical needs of Austin, he believed the people of Austin will respond to this
type of plan, as it is an intelligent research and analysis, not only for the
needs of Austin today, but the projected needs for the next five years. MR.
RICHARD BROWN stated the City of Austin owes to the Mayor and all of the Councils
who had been their predecessor a deep, grateful "thank you" because of the way
in which past bond issues had been conducted, so that when the officials go to
New York, Austin is credited with an extremely favorable bond rate, and Austin is
fortunate that it has had such a fine past to which it can point with pride.

Councilman LaRue noted from Mr. Williams1 presentation that not only has
the dollar revenue gone up consistently each year, but the percentage has gone
up also which would indicate that the municipal operation is as efficient as if
it were privately owned. This would bear out the good ratings each year from
the bond houses.

Mr. Trueman O'Quinn said he was impressed with the amount of work and
study that had gone into the preparation of this program, as expressed gratitude
to the members of the Council who give their time and energies to the public's
interest. He stated Austin did not have the stigma that some cities have about
management of the affairs of the City.

Mr.. Claude Boothman, Bond Counsel, said the Mayor, City Manager, and
Finance Director, were received highly by the Rating Services, and made a very
fine presentation. Mr. Bootnman said he believed the City would keep its AA
rating.

Hie ordinance was read the first time and Councilman long moved that the
rule be suspended and the ordinance passed to its second reading. Bie motion,
seconded by Counciljoan White, carried by the following vote:

The Planning Director gave a report on the Zddell zoning on Vfest Avenue,
stating the question was whether or not a zoning application could be submitted
at this time. Mr. GLenn Cortez, Assistant City Attorney advised that the ap-
plicants now could come and request whatever zoning they wished, as it has been
more than a year since the Council took action on this zoning, which was in
December, 1964.

The City Manager announced the Fire Prevention Building would be ready for
an "open house" Sunday, from 2:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M.

Councilman long inquired about the permit for the Girls Dormitory on
Nueces Street. The BLrector of Planning said this would be before the Planning
Commission the following Tuesday night. This concerns a revision to the Zoning
Ordinance. The Planning Director said he had been in touch with the applicant.

The City Manager said the Director of Sfeter Utilities wanted to submit a
recommendation about rejecting some bids on some pumps. MR. VIC SCHMIDT explain-
ed this concerned two sets of bids taken on sewer pumps, for the Montopolis lift
Station, and for the Shoal Creek Lift Station, and no one met specifications.
The manufacturers are not designing pumps that they built five or six years ago.
Ife had no recommendation other than to ask the Council to reject the bids and
readvertise. Councilman Long moved the bids be rejected and take them over.
The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following vote;

Councilman Shanks inquired about the property in which Dr. Albert KLeinman
was interested. The City Manager stated the Council's policy was that it would
not sell a remnant of land to someone that would make a separate development.
The City Attorney explained Dr. KLeinman may have a question of a long term
financing that would make it desirable to enter into a contract with the City
on an adequate consideration. Councilman Shanks read a letter from Mr. Tom
Black asking assurance from the City of Austin that if the triangular strip of
land is ever sold by the City that the owner of the adjacent property to the
east would be given the first opportunity to purchase it. Councilman Shanks had
informed him future Councils could not be bound to that extent, but that this
Council would state in the minutes what the present policy was, that for any
substandard parcel of property to be disposed of by the City, the adjacent pro-
perty owner would be given the first chance to buy it. The City Attorney pointed
out the traffic pattern in that very area had not been sufficiently established.
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The Council discussed the appointment of Election Judges.

Councilman long left the Council room at approximately 4:30 P.M.
